Academic Team. This year nine 
Hinds Community College stu- 
dents were selected for -the 
Mississippi All-State Academic 
Team and honored for their excel- 
lent academic achievement. 

Two new programs of interest 
to students this year are the 1) 
Student Retention Task Force and 
2) Honors Program. The Task 
Force has been -analyzing reten- 
tion problems and searching for 
solutions to these problems. An 
Employee Mentoring Team has 
been established for the purpose 
of matching employees. with 
incoming students wishing to 
participate in a mentoring pro- 
gram. The Honors program is 
designed to provide a compre- 
hensive program to challenge the 
academically talented students. 

Community colleges are 
emerging as perhaps the major, 
potential providers of workforce 
training required to revitalize and 
maintain the competiveness of 
the nation's businesses and indus- 
tries. In 1950, 60% of all jobs 
were unskilled and required little, 
if any, postsecondary experience. 
By 1991, only 35 % of all jobs 
were "unskilled." Interestingly, 
the percentage of professional 
jobs requiring a four-year degree 
or more remained unchanged at 
20%. However, the percentage of 
skilled jobs, requiring formal 
postsecondary education and 
training, grew to become the 
largest proportion of the work- 
force sector. That trend is expect- 
ed to continue through the year 
2000 with jobs requiring techni- 
cal skills expected to grow to 65 
% of the market while unskilled, 
low-end wage jobs are expected 
to shrink to just 15% of the mar- 
ket. The professional job market 
is expected to remain at about the 
20% level, as it was in 1950. 

Special congratulations are 
due to the football cheerleaders 
for their outstanding achieve- 
ments at the 1996 Universal 
Cheerleaders Association com- 
petition. The HCC cheerleaders 
were named the Most Collegiate 
Squad and voted by their peers to 
receive the Crowd Leadership 
Award.

championships won in 1995-96. 
The Eagle football team won the 
South State, State, Region XXII 
Championships, and participated 
in the NJCAA National 
Championship Game in Tyler, 
Texas (Texas Shrine Bowl) los- 
ing 20-14 to National Champions 
Blinn College of Brenham, 
Texas. Fred Taylor was selected 
as NJCAA Player of the Year and 
JUCO Male Athlete of the Year. 
Grady Jackson, Michael Myers, 
Jaret Holmes, Robert Saums, 
Cedric Donaldson, and Fred 
Taylor were selected All- 
Americans by NJCAA. Robert 
Saums and Jaret Holmes were 
also. selected as NJCAA 


’ Academic All-Americans. Coach 


Gene Murphy was awarded the 
Mississippi Association of 
Coaches Award. The Track team 
won State and Region XXIII 
Championships and participated 
in the NJCAA National Track 
meet in Odessa, Texas. Selected 
to the NJCAA All-American 
team were Stewart Fleming - 110 
High Hurdles; Collier Price - 400 
Hurdles; and Stewart Fleming, 
Collier Price, Deshone Mallard, 
and Stanley Irvin - 4 X 4 100 
Meter Relay. Coach Tony 
Hughes received the MACJC 
Coach of the Year and the 
Mississippi Association of 
Coaches Award. 

The Golf team won the State 
and Region XXIil 
Championships and participated 
in the NJCAA National Golf 
Tournament at Midpines Resort 
in Southern Pines, North 
Carolina, finishing 10th in the 
nation. Coach Anthony Price was 
awarded the Mississippi 
Association of Coaches Award. 

Our Men's and Women's 
Tennis teams participated in the 
NJCAA National Tournaments.

His first 
season with the college Eagles, he 
was All State Honorable Mention, 
and in track he was also named 
All State. In his second season he 
was again named All State before 
accepting a football scholarship 
to Tulane University. At Hinds, he 
built a reputation for leadership 
and intelligence, as well as great 
strength and "extreme intensity" 
on the gridiron. Earl Leggett, a 
charter member of the Hinds 
Sports Hall of Fame, recalled, 
"Holloway was possibly as strong 
a lineman as Hinds has ever had, 
with the ability to completely 
dominate the line of scrimmage 
both on offense and defense." 

Holloway saw active duty in the 
U.S. Army (1954-1956), serving 
in Asia as a member of a topo- 
graphical survey team. During 
that time, he was named to the 
All Asia Army basketball team. 

Holloway was employed by 
ARMCO in Houston, Texas, for 
nearly 30 years before retiring as 
general foreman over all plant 
maintenance. In the spring of 
1984, he and two partners formed 
Mega Maintenance and Service, 
Inc., from which he retired in 
1992. 

He resides in Crosby, Texas with 
his wife, the former Ruth Ann 
Rea. They are the parents of two 
daughters and twin sons; and they 
have two grandchildren.

He 
ended his undergraduate career 
with two football letters, two 
track letters, and a letter in base- 
bajl. Sixteen years after his after 
his 1967 graduation, Millsaps 
inducted Jenkins into its Sports 
Hall of Fame. 

Jenkins attended the University 
of Tennessee Dental School 
where he received his D.D.S. in 
1971. For a year after earning his 
degree he worked with the ~ 
Missouri Public Health 
Department, specializing in chil- 
dren's dentistry. 

After nine years working in a 
partnership family practice, in 
1982 he went into private practice 
as a family dentist in Vicksburg. 

Jenkins is a member of the 
American Softball Association, 
the U.S. Slowpitch Softball Asso- 
ciation, the National Softball 
Association, and the Independent 
Softball Association; and he has 
coached and played nationally- 
ranked softball for a number of 
years. 

In addition, he has coached T- 
Ball, Little League, and Minor 
League baseball teams for the 
Forest Hill Youth Association. 
And, as a member of the 
American Bowling Association, 
he has played in and been a spon- 
sor of a bowling team for over 20 
years. 

Jenkins resides in South Jackson 
with his wife, the former Joan 
Parrish of Dyersburg, Tennessee, 
and their son, Jason.

Steve Rives was All-State

nationally-ranked team, serving

He went on to letter in basket- 
ball at Mississippi College, where 
he received his B. S. in history in 
1972, and his M.Ed. in adminis- 
tration in 1976. 


During his 
career he 
coached eight 
years at 
Jackson 
Preparatory 
School (1974- 
82), earning 
Coach of the 
Year titles 
from Jackson 
Metro and the Babe McCarthy 
Tip-Off Club, as well as being 
named 1981 Mississippi High 
School Coach of the Year and six- 
time Mississippi Private School 
Association Coach of the Year. 
His teams won eight South AAA 
titles, five State AAA titles, four 
overall State titles, and two run- 
ner-up titles. He finished at Prep 
with a 256-24 overall record. 

Rives coached 1982-1985 at 
East Central Junior College in 
Decatur, with his 1984-85 team 
finishing third in the South 
Division, its highest finish in 18 
years. 

As coach at Louisiana College, 
1985-86, his team finished second 
in the conference and had a 15-12 
record. From 1986 to present, he 
has served as men's basketball 
head coach at Delta State 
University, where his 1986-87 
team finished second in the Gulf 
South Conference (GSC), and 
third in the nation after its NCAA 
Division II Final Four appear- 
ance; and his 1991-92 team 
ranked #1 in the nation in the 
January poll. His 1992-93 team 
won the GSC regular season and 
the GSC conference tournament, 
and advanced to the Sweet 
Sixteen tournament. 

In two successive years, 1994- 
95 and 1995-96, his teams won 
the West Division GSC, and 
received a 1995-96 NCAA post 
season bid. He was named Coach 
of the Year in 1993 and 1996.. 

Among Rives' player alumni are 
NBA roundballers Gerald Glass 
(New Jersey Nets) and Todd 
Mundt (Atlanta Hawks). 

Rives is a member of the 
National Association of 
Basketball Coaches, serves as a 
Fellowship of Christian Athletes 
basketball clinician, and is a 
Deacon at First Baptist Church of 
Cleveland. . 

He is married to the former Sue 


Culkin of Vicksburg, and they 
make their home in Cleveland, 
Mississippi.

DON SCULLY, (Deceased) 
1953-1955, Football 


Don Scully, 
a native of St. 
Petersburg, 
Florida, was a 
tough tackle 
for the Eagles 
and a major 
player as the 
1954 Eagles 
steamrolled 
their way. through the state cham- 
pionship and the historic Junior 
Rose Bowl Championship win. 

Teammate Morris Currie says, 
"Scully was one of the reasons 
we won the National 
Championship. He played hard 
and gave all he had on every play 
in every game." 

According to another teammate, 
Durwpod Graham (HCC Sports 
Hall of Fame 1988), "Scully was 
all that coaches looked for NOT 
to give a scholarship to. He was 
too short, too little, too slow. But 
he had the three things that 
coaches can't measure, desire, 


‘determination, and a big heart. He 


was redshirted in 1953, but prac- 
ticed every day knowing he was 
not going to play on Saturday. In 
1954, his faith and determination 
paid off for the Eagles when, at 
right tackle was Earl Leggett and 
at left tackle was Don Scully." 

After the Junior Rose Bowl, 
LSU sigaed him to play football, 
although he weighed only 185 
pounds. 

"Part of Scully's charm," 
Graham says, "was that every- 
thing amazed him." 

When the two were teammates 
at LSU, Graham continues, "He 
would say, ‘Durwood, can you 
believe that we will be starting 
against Kentucky tomorrow?’ and 
the same year when we played 
Florida in Gainesville, it was a 
dream come true ‘for him. He 
said, ‘Imagine a little ol’ boy from 
St. Pete playing against Florida.’" 

After Scully graduated from 
LSU he joined the Marine Corps. 
While with friends celebrating his 
commission as second lieutenant, 
he was killed in an automobile 
accident near his base in 
Quantico, Virginia.

Versatile Athlete and received the 
faculty medal for Best Boy 
Athlete in the Senior Class and 
the Cobb Trophy for Most 
Valuable. Player in basketball. He 
also won a two-year Hinds Junior 
College basketball scholarship. 

At Hinds, Turcotte excelled at 
both basketball and track for his 
two years, and found time to serve 
as sports editor of the 1957 annual. 

In track, he held the 1957 
Mississippi Junior College 100 
yard dash record at 9.8 seconds, 
and held the all-time record in 
220 yard dash at 21.6. 

At the University of Alabama, 
during 1958-1959, he earned his 
varsity letters in track, and, in 
1959, made U.S. and world rank- 
ing with an all-time record in the 
100 yard dash, with his time of 
9.6 seconds reported in Track and 
Field News magazine. 

He earned his B.S. degree in 
accounting in 1960 at Alabama 
and has continued studies in real 
estate, insurance, CPA review, tax 
law, and cther graduate courses in 
accounting policies and econom- 
ics in the Mississippi College 
MBA program. 

Turcotte has been self empluyed 
as a certified public accountant in 
Clinton since 1962. 

He is a longtime board member 
and treasurer, and is now vice 
president of the board of minister- 
ial education of the Mississippi 


' Baptist Convention. Also, he 


leads personal and family finance 
seminars at Gulfshores Baptist 
Assembly. He is a member of the 
First Baptist Church of Clinton, 
where he has served as Deacon, 
usher, and has been on several 
committees and is now teaching a 
men’s Sunday school class.

Co-Lin was soon to score 
when Tim Hogue passed to 
Ronnie Webb for an 80-yard 


touchdown run. The point after 
attempt was blocked by Hinds’ 
Ronald Moore. 

Kevin Prentiss scored again 
for the Eagles with 5:33 left in 
the third period on a 55-yard 
pass play from quarterback T.T. 
Tolivar of Daytona Beach, FL. 

The Co-Lin Wolves came to 
life in the fourth period by scoring 
three more touchdowns and nar- 
rowing the score between the 
Wolves and the Eagles. Tim 
Hogue connected with Ronnell 
McDaniel on a 19 yard pass but 
their attempt for the 2-point con- 
version failed. Hogue later car- 
ried l-vard for the TD with 
Rossetti adding the point after and 
with less than three minutes to 
play in the game Aaron Robinson 
made a 51-yard run for Co-Lin’s 
final touchdown. Rossetti making 
the point after gave the Wolves 
their final 29 points. 

The Eagles made one touch- 
down during the fourth period 
when Greg Manson of Warner 
Robbins, GA made an 11-yard 
run with 3:37 left to play in the 
game. Hinds went for the 2 
point conversion but failed giv- 
ing the Eagles their 34 points. 

Hinds had a total of 326 yards. 
135 rushing and 191 passing while 
Co-Lin had a total of 428 yards, 
174 rushing and 254 passing.

He received his law 
degree in 1972 and began 
practicing law, while continu- 
ing to study at Mississippi 
College for his master’s degree 
in education administration, 
which he received in 1973. 

His career has included the 
private practice of law, and 
public service as Prosecuting 
Attorney for the City of Pearl 
and Rankin County. He repre- 
sented the Rankin County 
School District and the Rankin 
County Board of Supervisors 
on Special 16th Section litiga- 
tion. From 1977- 1982 he 
served as district attorney for 
the 20th Circuit Court District, 
and from 1982 until his elec- 
tion to the Mississippi 
Supreme Court, he was 
County Court Judge for 
Rankin County. Additionally, 
he has served as special chan- 
cellor, special circuit court 
judge, and special master in 
chancery courts of Mississippi. 

Smith is married to the for- 
mer Shirley Ewell of Amite 
County. They are the parents 
of Shannon, a principal balleri- 
na with Ballet El Paso, and 
Amanda, a sophomore at Elon

Enrollment shows 


9.7% increase 


Institutional data indicates 
Hinds Community College has 
experienced an overall 9.7 per- 
cent or 1,137-student increase in 
fall semester enrollment over 
last fall’s count. 

A total of 12,808 students are 
enrolled, up from the 1995 fig- 
ure of 11,671. 

“Hard work on the part of a lot 
of individuals,” is what Dr. 
George Barnes, vice president 
for the Utica Campus, 
Vicksburg- Warren County 
Branch, and administrative/stu- 
dent services, has attributed to 
the higher numbers. 

According to HCC President 
Dr. Clyde Muse, one of the most 
positive aspects of the boost is the 
16.8 percent overall increase at 
the Raymond Campus. A total of 
4,414 students are attending this 
location, an addition of 636 stu- 
dents over last fall’s total of 3,778. 

Muse said, “This is very good 
news because we had been expe- 


riencing a decrease at Raymond 


for a few years.” 

In contrast to several other 
College locations, the Raymond 
Campus surprisingly has shown 
a surge in full-time academic and 
technical students. This site has 
enrolled 87 more full-time in 
academics and 65 more in tech- 
nical programs. 

Also showing an _ overall 
increase are the Utica ‘Campus, 
Nursing/Allied Health Center, 
and Vicksburg-Warren County 
Branch. Utica has enrolled 1,623 
this semester, an increase of 20.3 
percent or 274 students over the 
1995 total of 1,349. This 
Campus, along with Raymond, 
has experienced an increase in 
academic and technical students, 
as well as in the full-time voca- 
tional areas where 17.5 percent 
or 35 more students are enrolled. 

At the Nursing/Allied Health 
Center, a 23.4 percent or 206- 
Student increase can be seen. 
This location currently has 1,088 


enrolled, up from 882 this same 


time last year. 

Vicksburg students total 
1,773, a 7.7 percent or 126-stu- 
dent addition to the 1995 count 
of 1,647. 

Moreover, Muse said overall 
enrollment is down 5.6 percent 
or 69 


Academic/Technical Center and 


students at the 


1.3 percent or 36 students at the 
Rankin Campus. 

Headcount in the Adult Basic 
Education/Continuing Education 
area took a tremendous jump. A 
total of 1,860 are in attendance, a 
rise of 128.2 percent or 1,045 
students over the 1995 figure of 
815. 


Muse said, “It is a positive 


bottom line. We are in a compet- 


itive market, and the senior col- 
leges have stepped up their 
recruitment of traditional stu- 
dents in the state. We can take 


credit for doing our share to get 


these high school graduates to | 


enroll at Hinds.”

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From the Alumnus of the Year Speech of 


State Supreme Court 
Justice Jim Smith 


The closing words of those who 
signed the Declaration of 
Independence are memorable: 
“With a firm reliance on the pro- 
tection of Divine Providence, we 
mutually pledge to each other our 
lives, our fortunes, and our 
sacred honor.” 

This was a life or death con- 
tract. If they lost to the British, 
they would all have been hanged 
as traitors. Yet they drew a line in 
the sand and stood tall. Fifty-six 
men signed - five were captured 
and tortured before death; twelve 
had their homes and property 
sacked, looted, and burned; two 
lost sons; one had two sons cap- 
tured; nine died from bullets or 
hardships. 

Freedom was purchased at a 
high price. John Quincy Adams 
said, “Posterity you will never 
know how much it has cost my 
generation to preserve your free- 
dom. I hope you will make good 
use of it.” 

When asked what type of gov- 
ernment our forefathers had 
given us, Ben Franklin replied, 
“A republic, if you can keep it.” 
That is the ultimate question still 
lingering today. Can we keep 
that for which so many gave so 
much? 

A quick history lesson reveals 
the role of the church in founding 
and establishing the principles of 
a solid moral education and 
establishing this nation’s democ- 
racy. Eighty-seven of our forefa- 
thers were all taught by Dr. James 
Witherspoon a Presbyterian min- 
ister. These forefathers estab- 
lished public education which 
thrived successfully until the 
1960s. Some say the removal of 
the Bible and God from the class- 
room commenced an unraveling 
of this traditional moral education 
of children. 

Reason and experience teach 
us that we should not exclude 
religious freedom aS sO many 
nowadays demand; to do so 
leaves no secure basis for our 
freedom. The danger that I find 
existing for us today is the loss 
of many freedoms which we too 
frequently take for granted. 
These values and the freedoms 
must continually be instilled in 


our young people. Without edu- 


cators dedicated to the task, 
many young people today would 
never know anything about fam- 
ily values, morality, truth, 
integrity, hard work, loyalty, the 
true history of our nation, and 
the true impact that our founding 
fathers had upon this nation’s 
formation. 

We pay a great price for our 
apathy. We fail to pursue good 
educational opportunities, and 
we fail to demand equal and ade- 
quate education for all of our 
young people. Many of our pub- 
lic education facilities are bro- 
ken and in dire need of overhaul. 
Money, although it helps, will 
never be the sole answer to this 
problem. 

Once sufficiently funded, pub- 
lic institutions of learning must 
develop the appropriate environ- 
ment, skilled faculty, and high 
performance standards. They 
must hold themselves accountable 
and deliver the services and sup- 
port to their students. In 
Mississippi, nine out of every ten 
children are educated in public 
institutions. This requires a seri- 
ous commitment to these institu- 
tions by each of us. | 

The direct and indirect impact 
of public education upon each stu- 
dent becoming a self supporting 
citizen should not be underesti- 
mated. Neither should the impact 
of these institutions upon our 
state’s ability to attract and sustain 
business development. 

If young people are taught the 
“Three R’s” along with basic 
human rights, family values, 
moral living, accountability, 
responsibility, and quality, they 
are bound to be successful in 
life. The future of this great state 


and nation is in our hands - par- 
ents, teachers, public leaders, all 
of us. 

Let’s all help educate and 
influence positively all young 
people with whom we come into 
contact. Let’s always strive to 
give young people the vision that 
is necessary to set and accom- 
plish goals in life. Let’s endeav- 
or to instill knowledge and val- 
ues - and nurture those that 
already exist in young people. 
Let’s mold and fine-tune their 
vision by encouraging good atti- 
tude and enthusiasm. 

Let’s also teach the impor- 
tance of goals and vision. Young 
people of moral fiber and char- 
acter, with willpower and vision 
will make the _ difference. 
Youngsters who are taught by 
example to put the law, moral 
principles, integrity, and true jus- 
tice first and foremost, will be 
successful. Success is _ best 
taught by example. It is up to 
each of us to help positively 
influence their lives in this way. 
By example, let’s reflect a posi- 
tive attitude and let our actions 
show enthusiasm, It is an 
extremely important task. 

Do not ever underestimate 
your value in molding and shap- 
ing young people’s lives. 

Our forefathers handed the 
dream to us intact, secure 
throughout the generations. We, 
in turn, are duty bound to pre- 
serve these ideals and instill 
them into these young lives, 
guaranteeing tomorrow’s leader- 
ship for this state and nation. 
This is a task at which we must 
not fail.

Community & Junior College 
and Region 23 Championship 
titles with a 27-22 win over the 
Bulldogs of Holmes Community 
College. 

Hinds coach Gene Murphy 
was also named the Region 23 
Coach of the Year. It has been 
62 years since any of the com- 
munity colleges have outright 
won three consecutive titles 
unless shared due to a tie in a 
championship game. 

Assisting Murphy this season 
on the coaching staff were Jeff 
Terrill, J. Mike Smith, Dot 
Murphy, Tony Hughes and Ron 
Davis. 

Holmes was making its first 
state championship game 
appearance since 1988, when the 
Bulldogs also lost to Hinds 25- 
20. The loss this year left the 
Bulldogs with a 7-4 record for 
the season. 

Hinds scored after an 80-yard 
drive in 10 plays when quarter- 
back T.T. Tolivar of Daytona 
Beach, Flordia made a 1-yard 
sneak on fourth down and Scott 
Westerfield. of Brandon added 
the point after. 

Holmes came back minutes

HCC wins 4th Halbrook Award 


Athietes hit 
the books 


Athletes at Hinds Community 
College aren’t just known for 
their abilities as sports competi- 
tors - they excel in the class- 
room as well. 

Through a mentoring pro- 
gram, tutorial sessions, and orga- 
nized study groups, Hinds ath- 
letes prepare academically off 
the field. and their efforts have 
won them the 1995-96 Halbrook 
Award for Academic 
Achievement. 

For the fourth year, the 
Halbrook Award has_ been 
achieved by the College, with 
players receiving this prestigious 
honor in 1986-87, 1990-91, 
1993-94, and this year. 

A total of 94.6 percent or 63 
athletes were completers or 
graduates out of 67 sophomores 
who were certified for the 1995- 
96 season. This encompasses 
athletes in all 10 College sports 
which include football, men’s 
and women’s basketball, base- 
ball, track, men’s golf, men’s 
and women’s tennis, women’s 
softball, and men’s soccer. 

HCC Athletic Director Rene’ 
Warren said, “Along with the 
hard work of the student ath- 
letes, the dedicated instructors 
are to be commended for their 
Caring attitudes.” 

Warren said that Hinds 
instructors go the “extra mile” 
with student athletes who need 
help with their studies. Teachers 
submit weekly progress reports, 
and many keep in contact with 
the coaches when athletes aren’t 
reaching their potential in the 
classroom. 

One such teacher is Raymond 
Campus Music Instructor Mary 
Lou Lott who said, “I try to help 
the students see that success 
doesn’t just come from doing 
their best on the playing field or 
in the concert hall. It is the com- 


bination of talent and knowledge 
that nurtures outstanding 
achievement.” 

Along with this inspiration 
from teachers, athletes are 
required to attend a one-hour 
study hall each day and special 
study sessions can be arranged 
by the student with the instruc- 
tor. Mathematics, reading, and 
English laboratories also give 
these students another opportu- 
nity to achieve their academic 
goals. 

Moreover, teachers such as 
Raymond Campus Reading 
Instructor Vashti Muse serve as 
mentors for these students. 

Muse said, “Whatever the 
extra-curricular activity, I want 
to be there for the students. I 
really begin to feel as if each stu- 
dent is ‘my’ child, and as a 
result, I want his or her perfor- 
mance in the classroom, on cam- 
pus, and in athletics to be the 
best it can be.” 

She continued, “In the end, a 
mentor helps students under- 
stand that choices and decisions 
are their responsibility. Then stu- 
dents are ready to see who they 
are and what they can do. This is 
my reward.” 

With the academic success that 
Hinds athletes have achieved, 


.they are 


prepared to go on to senior col- 
leges and universities to com- 
pete academically and 
athletically, according to 
Warren.

Grand Opening - Eagle Ridge Conference Center on, the Raymond Campus of Hinds Community College will hold its 
grand opening December 12 at 4 PM. A one-of-a-kind conference and training center in the state, Eagle Ridge offers 
business, industry, and education clients amenities such as satellite up-links and down-links, complete dining services, 54 
hotel rooms and suites, eight conference rooms, a 200-seat auditorium, and much, much more. Designed as a “corporate 
lodge,” the 66,000 sq. ft. facility gives conference attendees a feeling of being removed from the “hustle and bustle” of 
the business world. “Clients find themselves in an atmosphere that is relaxing and conducive to learning,” Richard Dean 
of Dean and Dean Associates/Architects, P. A., said. Even though Eagle Ridge was constructed on state property at a cost 
of $8 million, taxpayers don’t have to worry about their dollars going to support the project. The College sold bonds for 
repayment to build the facility, and the conference center is responsible for generating revenue for the repayment of the 
bonds.

Give Blood, Why Me: 


Did you realize that blood transfusions were first 
carried out using dogs and that during the Civil War 
transfusions were done with the donor and recipient 
lying side by side? Did you know that in 1937 the first 
blood bank opened in Chicago where "Chicago Hope" 
is recorded today? In 1941 the American Red Cross 
began blood banking and shortly after the United 
Blood Service began operation; today these two are 
first and second in age and size nationwide. 

In today's society it is very important that we as cit- 
izens take on the responsibility of giving blood. Every 
three seconds blood is needed in the U.S. and 65% of 
all people in the U.S. will need blood in their lifetime. 
Over 13 million units of blood were collected in 1995 
and 1996, but only 8 million people donated. With a 
population of 200 million it would seem as though 
more than. six percent of our population would care 
enough to give. : 

The U.S. Surgeon General and all medical authori- 
ties agree that it is not possible to catch any disease by 
giving blood. The entire life saving process takes 
approximately 30 minutes. Each donation made can 
Save as many as four people's lives and your donation 
will help ensure an adequate supply at all times. 

If you think you’re too busy to donate or your blood 
is not the right type or even if you think you will get 
Aids, think again! Do not wait till there is an emer- 
gency or until it is someone close to you in need. 
Every minute ten units of blood are needed in hospi- 
tals across the country. Don't be to busy too save a 
life. Just think about what you're doing and compare it 
to the humanitarian gesture of a blood donation. 

Many different clubs and organizations around cam- 
pus hold blood drives regularly. Next time you see the 
Blood Mobile stop by and check it out. If it has been 
56 days since your last donation, you are eligible to 
donate again. Your blood isn't any less valuable the 
second time around. Donors must be at least 17 years 
old and weigh 110 pounds, but don't worry about 
being turned down. @
